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Probe On the 24th August, Miss Mary Cum 
mins, a fifteen-year-old Toronto girl, 
the Ether died at St. Michael’s Hospital, in To- 
Fatalities ronto, while ether was being admin- 
istered to her, preparatory to a minor 

operation that she was about to undergo. Her death makes 
the sixth in Toronto, under similar circumstances, in the 
course of six weeks. All the victims have been under 
sixteen years of age, and, in each case, the operation, re- 
quiring the administration of an anaesthetic, was of a 
minor kind only. It may well be that some latent sig 
nificance attaches to these two circumstances—for to the 
ordinary mind it would hardly seem that the facile ex 
planation of “coincidence” can be made satisfying. It is 
possible, too, that some further significance attaches to 
the fact that, as we believe, the six deaths have all occurred 
at different hospitals 

The anaesthetist who administered the anaesthetic to 
Miss Cummins has stated that all ether used in the prov 
ince of Ontario is supposed to have been examined, first, 
by provincial government authorities, and it is said that 
ii is presumed that these regulations are observed. That, 
however, does not sound very conclusive. There ought to 
be some definite certificate from the provineial govern- 
mental authorities to that effect with respect to all ether 
administered, and if it should be the case that such a 
course is not pursued, then the practice should be changed 
rorthwith 

The public mind is naturally in a state of great un 
€asiness and apprehension over these tragic occurrences 
It has been made known, through despatches from Boston, 
that large quantities of impure ether have been recently 
seized either in Boston or in Providence, and it is stated 
that the seized ether wes all the product of one man 
ulacturing firm. Was that manufacturing firm the firm that 
made the ether under the influence of which any of the 
six Toronto children in question died?) That is a query as 
to which a definite answer should be forthcoming without 
delay 

It is obvious that the matter cannot be allowed to rest 
Where it is. One can conceive of few things more calami 
tous to a community than that the confidence of the public 
on such a question should be undermined. A full and open 
enquiry, undertaken under the auspices of the provincial 
health department, if we are right in assuming that this 
is the health authority concerned, should be instituted at 
once

rise to heights of learning; that the latter prove sane 
leaders of their people, what—remembering that in the 
Windward Islands, for example, only five per cent. of the 
population is pure white—what does their future hold? 
Their press reveals the fact that there are dreamers among 
them—and poets gifted with imagination—and they have 
produced men of marked business capacity, and others 
skilled in the game of politics. Who can tell what this 
people whose forbears came in reeking holds to slavery 
in years long gone may yet accomplish? 

The change will not be rapid, for the climate and the 
disposition of the people are against swift change. The 
passing of isolation, however, and the new contacts and 
better material outlook will have their effect; and the 
divine spark that has waited long for the quickening is 
beginning to irradiate their understanding, and stir am- 
bitions which denote a gradual rise to a higher plane of 
living and a keener appreciation of the nobler things of 
life 

Remembering their background, and that they are 
among the most loyal of British subjects, with a record of 
service in the Great War, the Canadian people, while not 
unconscious of the racial barriers, cannot withhold sym- 
pathy from a people who, if sometimes misled, and doubt- 
less doomed to many future disappointments, must eventu- 
ally rise far higher than their present state. 

There is an ethical difference, however, which is racial, 
and which must retard the progress of these people. It 
is in the relation between the sexes. The women are to 
too large an extent the burden bearers, and are not ac- 
corded that consideration which is so marked a character- 
istic of the white race. That women submit with apparent 
cheerfulness, and that so many seem indifferent to the 
marriage tie does not make the problem less grave. 

Nor are conditions alike in all the colonies. Some of 
these people have been more isolated on their little islands 
than others. They differ in features, in intelligence and 
material prosperity. There is every gradation in color 
from black to white. Yet in all the colonies the feeling 
rrows that they must co-operate, and out of that co-opera- 
tion much may come for their lasting benefit and the ele- 
vation of the race. They are looking hopefully to Canada 
as a market for their products, and to Canadians as a 
forceful people who may aid in developing their resources, 
and make of their sunny isles a winter playground. 

Of the white people in the West Indies it must be 
said that they are a fine type of Britisher, prudent yet 
enterprising in business, fair in their dealings, very hos- 
pitable, and far from unmindtful of the white man’s burden 
laid upon them by former generations.

THE tine old colonial building, of massive architecture, 
at Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, was born the 
Dominion of Canada. 

Statesmen from Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince 
Edward Island and Upper and Lower Canada gathered in 
conference at Charlottetown on September Ist, 1864, to 
consider a union of the colonies.

The origin 
of this dates back three centurie 

Just three hundred years ago, following the first Eng 
lish conquest of Quebec, mosquitoes were urged as one 
of his means of defence in the appeal of handsome young 
David Kirke, to King Charles the First, to keep the fort- 
ress at Quebec as an English trading post. 

The three Kirke brothers hid come to Quebec under 
Letters of Marque and had taken the settlement from 
Champlain and his starving colonists. Meantime Charles 
had decided to restore it to France in exchange for pay 
ments long past due, on his Queen’s dowry 

The Kirkes appealled dently to the King not to su 
render Quebec. They could, they said, with a small com 
pany hold Quebec against ten thousand For a big part 
of the year it was ice bound and for the greater pa ( 
the summer men could not stay in the open, laying siege 
to the town, because the “musquitts’” were so ind 
stung so well that men’s eyes were almost immediatel 
closed and their faces swollen so that they had to. re 
treat to shelter. King Charles did not know the Quebec 
variety of Mosquitos so he was not properly impressed 
with their value as a defensive arm of the garrison 

A few years earlier the French had built a tiny chapel 
at Tadousac where Father Huet underto: to celebrate 
mass one July day. The guns roared from the ships in the 
river, the Indians crowded about in awe and wonder, but 
the heroic priest, going reverently through the forms of the 
service, had as attendants two hus sailors waving 
branches of fir trees “to drive away cloud of mos 
quitos”. The historian concludes that “the mass was very 
solemn” 

No tale of travel or exploration in Canada is complete 
Without its heartfelt allusions to mosquitos, and one wo- 
man diarist of the western plains even gives then a 
little thanks, saying that they at leas t e) ind off 
her troubles!

oo is an interesting difference 

between Communism, which is in 
no sense a Reform movement, and 
all the various movements for the 
effecting of minor changes in the 
legal. socal or economic. structure 
ot Society; and this difference is re- 
flected in the character of their ad- 
vocates. The various Reform move- 
ments have their origin in an acute 
sympathy for some particular group 
of sentient beings, with whom the 
Reformer imaginatively identifies 
himselt The Communistie move 
ment has its origin in a_ precisely 
pposite feeling, namely the cruelty 
instinct, as already defined. The 
anti-slavery movement of the mid- 
nineteenth century, the suffrage 
movement of the early twentieth, 
these were certainly not animated 
by any desire to make Society 
remble. Even the prohibition move- 
ment Was strongly based in its early 
days upon humanitarian feelings, 
though it may be questioned whether 
it has not been largely influenced by 
the domination-motive in its later de- 


velopments. As a natural consequence 


of the highly focussed sympathy 
Which underlay all these movements, 


their advocates have tended to be 
persons of hard and unsympathetic 
character in the other relations of 
life the precise opposite OL the 


Communist, who, havin his ant 





pathy rather than his sympathy 
focussed in one particular direction, 
is able to radiate sympathy and kind 
liness in all directions except that ot 
his one particular enemy, the Capit

N 1872 the younger Johann Strauss 
received an invitation to come to 
Boston and take part inthe centenary 


celebrations of the Declaration of 


Independence. He was asked to con- 
duct a number of concerts, among 
them a big choral performance. 


In a letter to his wife Strauss gave 
an amusing description of the mass 
concert in Boston which he directed. 
In a great hall, especially constructed 
for the festival, he directed a choir of 
20,000 singers before an audience of 
100,000 people, unheard of figures for 
a musician who was accustomed to 
deal with small orchestras which 
never exceeded thirty or forty people. 

“On the musicians’ platform,” he 
wrote of his adventure, “were massed 
thousands of singers and orchestra 
players, and I was supposed to direct 
them. To my control over 
these crowds I had secured the help 
of 100 subconductors, but I could only 
see those few of them who stood next 
to me, and despite repeated rehearsals 
T could not dream of a really artistic 
accomplishment or anything deserving 
the name of a concert. A cancellation 
would have meant the risk of my 
life. Imagine the situation I was in, 
faced by a public of 100,000 Ameri- 
cans! There I stood on the central 
conductor’s tower. A cannon. shot 
goes off suddenly, a tender hint to 
the 20,000 that they must begin.

Dress 


wrt shall | wear? Not a novel 

question, of course. Every one 
has heard it asked over and over 
again The answer usually depends 
upon the wardrobe and the occasion. 
But if we look further ahead, perhaps 
ten or a hundred years, the question 
becomes more interesting and in 
many respects not much more diffi- 
cult, writes H. H. Sheldon, Professor 
of Physics at New York University in 
the New York Sunday Herald Tribune. 

There are many reasons why we 
wear Clothes quite apart from modesty, 
a factor which probably troubled 
primitive man but little. Leaving 
aside this artificial reason, we wear 
them for the same reason he did: for 
protection from the weather and for 
personal adornment, the latter factor 
probably influencing him in his 
choice of his second suit if, indeed, 
the idea of clothes did not originate in 
the warmer regions of the earth from 
a desire for ornamentation. In our 
cause We have an added reason which 
primitive man did not have: protec- 
tion from skin infection. In the de- 
sign of clothes, then, these are the 
things which must be considered. 

In early times the selection of ma- 
terials was somewhat limited. It de- 
pended upon the kind of animal one 
was likely to encounter in a tramp 
through the woods. Animal skins were 
the only suitable materials available. 
Then came other animal products such 
aus wool and hair. Such textiles as 
linen and cotton are comparatively 
new. Only within the last century has 
the cotton quantity output exceeded 
that of wool. Now we have artificial 
silks entering the group in large 
amounts. 

The list now stands: cotton, wool, 
artificial silk and silk. From this we 
can gather further facts concerning 
the future materials which may be 
used. 

The formation of the Men’s Dress 
Reform Party in London is a frank ad- 
mission that the women have ad- 
vanced far beyond the men in dress 
sense. Certainly the outstanding fea- 
ture of summer dress should be cool- 
ness. It should allow free circulation 
of the air to the skin to remove the 
moisture of perspiration, Certainly a 
man’s clothing takes little account of 
this 

The clothes of twelve men and of 
twelve women were weighed recently 
at the Life Extension Institute. The 
women’s clothes ranged in weight 
from one pound six ounces, for a girl 
of eighteen, to three and one-half 
pounds for an “old-fashioned” woman 
of sixty-one. The men’s clothing 
weighed from six and three-quarters 
to ten and one-quarter pounds. In the 
latter case the man's shoes weighed 
three and three-fourths pounds or 
more than the entire clothing of the 
most conservatively dressed woman. 
The lesson to be drawn from this is 
obvious. 

Psychologists tell us that women 
have followed the style trends because 
they are afraid to be different from 
others of their sex. Girls do not wear 
short skirts to make themselves at- 
tractive to men, as some reformers 
suggest, but rather because they do 
not want to be odd. With longer 
skirts than the average one might 
think they were ill-formed or de- 
tormed. 

Men have much less reason to sup 
port them in their present style. Here 
there is only the fear of being differ 
ent which prevents them from remov- 
ing coats. If a man could be abso 
lutely assured that on a_ particular 
day all men would appear at work 
without coats he would do his part 
He probably would carry his coat 
wrapped up in a neat little bundle for

a few days, however, for fear that the 
idea might not go through and he be 
left a laughing stock. 

Then there is the idea that a man 
cannot be a gentleman without a coat. 
One library in New York has signs to 
the effect that men wearing vests or 
suspenders must not remove their 
coats in the library. They are ‘“‘get- 
ting away with it.” Let them post a 
similar sign regulating women’s dress! 
Let us not ask, ‘Are we mice or men?” 
The answer is too obvious to need 
comment. 


On the other hand, the present 
stockingless and sun-back styles are 
not based on a good sense. Summer 
clothing must protect us from the di 
rect sun’s rays. Any physician will 
tell you there is such a thing as too 
much _ ultra-violet. In the summer 
time we are sure to get plenty without 
any effort on our part. Then, too, 
there is the greatly increased liability 
to serious skin infection by those who 
use public conveyances, which ought 
not be forgotten. 

Concerning winter clothes there is 
little reason, as women have found, 
to increase greatly the amount of 
clothing- worn. We now have ade- 
quate heating in our homes and places 
of work, Only in travel to and from 
work is heavy clothing necessary, and 
this can be taken care of by over- 
coats. Our future clothing will be 
designed, then, with these points well 
in mind, the ultimate type of dress 
being arrived at by a process of evo- 
lution. 

What materials we shall use is in 
the hands of the chemist. Cotton has 
exceeded wool in quantity of produc 
tion because more cotton than wool 
can be grown to the acre It is an 
economic problem. Now = artificial 
silk made trom pulp wood and corn 
stalks is coming rapidly to the front 
Because of its greater beauty we prob 
ably shall find that the cellulose of 
cotton will itself be used to make this 
material. Silk in the natural condi 
tion will be a rarity. Even now the 


old strongholds of the silk industry, 
Lyons and Italy, for example, are lead- 
ing in the artificial silk industry. 

But as the newsprint industry may 
make pulp too expensive to use for 
textile manufacture, so the lacquer in- 
dustry may make cotton too expensive. 
At present only high grade cotton can 
be used for lacquers but new methods 
may make the lower grades useful. 
This leaves two possibilities 

The chemist may build up the cellu- 
lose molecule synthetically, in which 
case we may be completely freed from 
plant and animal life; or new plants, 
entirely unknown to us now, may be 


produced The first of these, on the 





authority of chemists, seems unlikely. 

It does not appear at present that 
the laboratory can hope to compete 
With nature in building up these com- 
plex molecules. We must start with 
raw material somewhere in the pro- 
cess, and this seems the most econ- 
omical point to begin, after nature 
has already perfected the most difficult 
part of the process 

On the other hand the introduction 
of new plants is quite possible. Al 
ready extensive experiments are under 
way in England in growing a substi 
tute for cotion from a weed intro- 
duced from Guiana. If this plant, or 
a hardy form of cotton plant, can be 
grown in the north, the result will be 
most important 

At the same time, as has been fre 
quently pointed out, there is no reason 
why new plants or synthetic product$ 
should be imitations of anything. Too 
much waste has resulted in attempts 
to make imitation leather, imitation 
fur, imitation silk and so on Much 
more valuable results doubtless will 
be obtained by producing entirely new 
materials with new and_= desirable 
properties. It is safe to predict, then, 
that we shall have clothing much more 
capable of giving the body proper ven 
tilation, of transmitting all that is de- 
sirable of the sun’s rays and of greater 
beauty than anything we have at 
present

Mulch paper is thin and dark in coloi 
and draws heat to the soil by this 
quality, but at the same time it pre 
vents the water evaporation from the 
soil. Ordinary leaf mulch prevents 
rain from getting to the plant roots 


by absorbing it itself. The paper leads 
the rain to the plant roots. 


The paper must be tough and strong 


in quality to stand the weather fon 
a Whole season. One kind which has 
proved successful is impregnated with 
asphalt and is impervious to wate! 
end dark in color, so that it draws

After the ground is planted and 
earefully cultivated once, the paper is 
unrolled between the rows with two 
inches left between the strips for the 
plants to come up in.
